Such is not 
the case with either of the other 
governing bodies, for even in the case 
of the School Boards where the City 
and School tax amounts are all on 
one tax notice, few people appear to 
analyze their tax statements and many

Regarding Radio 


Statutory Declaration: 


Canada, Province of Ontario, County of Carleton. To Wit: 


1, Walter Frederick Salter, of 883 Wembley Drive, Toronto, In 
the Province of Ontario, Vice-President and General Manager of the 
International Bible Students’ Association of Canada, declare as fol- 
_lows: 

1. | am Vice-President and General Manager of the Inter4 
national Bible Students’ Association of Canada. 

2. | have examined carefully the correspondence tabled by the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries in the House of Commons in 
response to the request for said correspondence by J. S. Woods- 
worth, Member of Parliament for North Centre Winnipeg, on behalf 
of A. A. Heaps, Member of Parliament for North Winnipeg, and find 
the letters of Divisional Radio 'Inspector S. J, Ellis of Toronto con- 
tain statements which | declare incorrect, viz,: 

5) (a) That we employed 100 returned solrlers to canvass for 
names to the petition of protest. The fact Is that we did not employ 
anyone; that all the work was done freely and voluntarily by work- 
ers throughcut Canada, some of whom were members of our Associ- 
ation; some of whom were citizens indignant at the action of the 
Government; and some of whom were returned soldiers, but the 
number of returned men working in Toronto could not at the out- 
side number more than half a dozen. No one received payment for 
securing names to the said. petition. 

(b) ‘That it is not true as implied by Inspector S. J. Ellis in his 
letter of March 26th, 1928, that we endeavored to get names to sald 
petition by other than proper means, 

(c) That it is not true that as stated in the letter of Inspector 
S. J. Ellis, dated June 29th, 1927, that we broadcast only propa4 
ganda. By propaganda is meant “the beliefs or tenets of an associa- 
tion or body of people.” | declare that the churches that are broad- 
casting set forth what they profess to believe to be their proper in- 
terpretation of Scripture and do so to be true to their claimed mis- 
sion and needless to say their interpretations do not find favor with 
all. There should be no objection to any organization broadcasting 
a statement of their honest beliefs. 

However, it is untrue that all our programs are of such a na- 
ture. Most of the time. of the stations by far has been spent in: 
broadcasting as follows: 

Sacred and classica Imusic. Educational lectures dealing with 
health and preventive medicine, fire protection, street traffic con- 
trol, advantages of Ontario Hydro Electric, Ontario Educational 
System, attractions in Canada for tourists, technical education in 
Ontarlo, up-to-date world news items, travelogues, organ recitals by 
some of the nation’s best organists, concerts for disabled veterans, 
the Toronto Police Force, etc. : 

(d) As to the etatement of Inspector S. J. Ellis dated Novem- 
ber 19, 1926, “I consider their programs nothing but propaganda and 
an advertising scheme to get money.” This statement is incorrect, 
The Association or its members have never either directly or in- 
directly solicited funds to pay for the programs or for any other 
purpose. The Association is and was incorporated under letters - 
patent from the Dominion Government, as a non-profit association 
and has remained and will remain such. The sole purpose of the 
stations is for the entertainment of the public by educational and 
musical programs, etc., and by what Bible Students believe to be 
reasonable interpretation of the Holy Scriptures. 

(e) The fact should not be overlooked that all the statements 
of Inspector Ellis are hearsay and gossip and are without foundation 
in fact. 

(3) Considerable of the correspondence refers to the activities 
of the said Association prior to the issuance of radio broadcasting 
licenses and is therefre not relevant; three items refer to Van- 
couver, five to Edmonton, six to Saskatoon and the balance of the 
correspondence (80 nieces) to Toronto. This correspondence may 
be divided as to the nature of complaints as follows: . 

Eleven complaints that the Association is too frequently on the 
air, 19 complaints that the stations of the 1.B.S.A. interfere with 
the reception of other stations by radio fans, 18 letters complaining 
of interference with sermons of a local Toronto preacher, 12 com- 
plaints in reference to wave length of CKCX (Toronto) being! 
changed at the suggestion of the Department. A resolution by the 
Board of Trade of Saskatoon protesting against station CHUC being 
so often on the air. (This resolution was passed by a small gather- 
ing of 13 members out of a total membership of 512). A protest by 
Greater Vancouver Radio Association regarding there being too 
many stations operating on one wave length in Vancouver and? 
suggesting that the I.B.S.A. station in Vancouver be eliminated. A 
criticism by Medical Health Officer of Edmonton of a lecture stat- 
ing that “canned fruits” and “vaccination” were objectionable. Two 
items containing in all nine letters appearing in the Press criticizing 
the Toronto broadcasting station of the Association. Three letters 
from various Members of Parliament requesting information from 
the Department of Marine and Fisheries. Memorandum of a pop- 
ularity contest held by the Western Producer, in Saskatchewan, 17 
criticisms and a petition signed by 199 individuals complaining) 
about the nature of the programs and the Biblical interpretations 
as presented by the speakers of the Association. 

5. These complaints could largely have been readily adjusted 
to the satisfaction of all by a candid discussion between the De} 
partment and the Agsociation. Opportunity for such was never 
given. 

G6. With respect to the popularity contest. This contest was 
put on by the Western Producer, the organ of the Wheat Pool, the 
circulation of which is largely among its own members and farmers 
‘In general. Naturally the Wheat Pool Station won. This station 
fe supplies market reports to the farmers. The contest was on behalf 

of advertisers seeking a radio advertising medium and as CHUC 

(Saskatoon), the 1.B.S.A. station, was not seeking advertisers it did 

not canvass for votes as did other stations. While the farmers pre- 

ferred the Station used by the Wheat Pool they did not wish CHUC 
discontinued. 

7. To offset the 19 complaints with respect to programs and 
the petition signed by 199 names |! might say that: 

(a) The Premier,:Members of Parliament and the Department . 

C: itself received thousands of letters expressing appraval of the pro- 

grams and regret at their discontinuance. 

(b) Over 20,000 letters expressing appreciation of the pro- 
grams were forwarded, received, examined and acknowledged by 
the Department of Marine and Fisheries. " 

(c) The Press states that the Premier received over 1500 tele- 
grams from all parts of Canada on the occasion of the closing down , 
of the stations expressing indignation at the Government’s action. 

(d) Mass meetings were held throughout Canada from Hali- 
fax to Victoria by citizens, trades and labor councils, labor unions, 
farmers’ organizations, lodges and religious bodies, all expressing 
regret at the action of the Government. 

(e) A monster petition signed by 465,778 persons, of which 
number 84,432 signified that they were owners of radio receiving 
sets, calling upon the Premier to renew the licenses for Internation- 
al Bible Students’ Association Radio Stations.

PREVENTION OF HEART DISEASE 


are 


In Canada, during the year 1926, 
over 11,000 persons died of heart 
disease, the total deaths from all 
causes being approximately 107,000. 

Heart disease which kills in adult 
life is, in a large percentage of cases, 
due to conditions which occurred in 
childhood. The prevention of heart 
disease therefore, in’ adult life, in 
many cases depends upon the proper 
care of the growing child. 

Heart disease seems to be associ- 
ated with the type of infection we call 
rheumatic. We do not know a great 
deal about this rheumatic infection 
but we know somethisét-of real value 
in the prevention of its serious re- 
sults, 

Growing pains in children should be 
considered as evidence of a rheumatic 
infection. They ~ frequently precede 
definite attacks of rheumatism, chorea 
(St. Vitus dance) and heart conditions. 

Sore throat or diseased tonsils with- 
out soreness of the throat are evi- 
dence of a possible centre or focus of 
the rheumatic infection. 

Chorea is.a rheumatic infection. At 
first it may be nothing more than a 


restlessness or fidgetiness, the jerky 
movements coming later. 


All such cases should be placed un- 


der the family physician for treatment 


if heart disease is to be prevented. 

All those who have damaged hearts 
do not die of heart disease. If proper 
care be taken, they usually live a 
long time and die of some other 
malady. It is those persons who will 
not, or who practically cannot take 
Proper care who grow progressively 
worse.

The aims of this excellent club, The 
Outdoor Circle, as they were first 
formulated are as follows: 

1. To plant shade trees in the 
streets. . 

2. To secure sidewalks and curbs. 
To remove all old fences. 

To rid the city of billboards. 
To clean up vacant lots. 
To park open spaces. 

7. To establish playgrounds 
children. 

8. To conserve and develop the 
natural beauties of the landscape by 
encouraging the growth of native 
trees and shrubs, and the introduction 
of such flew ones as belong to tropical 
life. 

All billboards were banished from 
the Territory of Hawaii without legis- 
lative action, without official support 
of Government authorities, without il- 
legal boycott and without damage to 
the commercial interests of the 
islands. ; 

The campaign against billboards was 
first carried on through means of let- 
ters sent to advertisers. These letters 
urged the withdrawal of their outdoor 
advertising from the islands, and ex- 
plained that the people of Hawaii 
would appreciate such co-operation to- 
wards the preservation of the scenic 
beauty of the landscape. ; 

Individual members, acting on their 
own initiative, made it clear that they 
preferred to buy products that were 
not sold through the medium of Dill- 
board advertising. 

Constant pressure of this kind had 
its effect. Local advertising soon dis- 
appeared from billboards and in a com- 
paratively short space of time The 
Outdoor Circle has won the freedom 
of Hawaii from shortsighted commer- 
cialism.—Onutlook,
